bating. There are rumours that the 
Engineers will exhibit their well- 
known technical skill by rigging up 
a loudspeaker system for the de- 
baters, but this as yet is only hear- 
sajr. 

The place will 
be the auditori- 
um of the Engin- 
eering Building; 
the time, five 
o'clock this af- 
ternoon; the sub- 
ject, "ReSolved 
that Woman's 
place is in the 
Home." The two 
R.y.C.-ites will 
uphold the Neg- 
ative while the hardened Engineers 
will defend the affirmative side of 
the resolution. Representatives from 
R.V.C. are Miss Catherine Jones, 
of Arts 3 and Miss Jean Scrimger 
of Arts 2 who, when interviewed 
for an earlier edition of the Daily, 
declared that they had been col- 
lecting material for years. The En- 
gineers, who are as confident' of 
winning as the co-eds, are Dave 
Tennant of Eng. 4 and Bill Mc- 
Naughton of Eng. 1. 
CAMPUS HEADS AS JUDGES 
Don McCallum, president of the 
Engineering Undergraduate Society, 
will preside at the debate, and Mrs. 
Grant, Warden of the Royal Vic- 
toria College, Dean Brown of the 
Faculty of Engineering, and Ever- 
ett Crutchlow, President of the 
Students' Society, will act as judges. 

This is the first in a series of 
debates to be held by the up and 
coming Engineers through the me- 
dium of their newly appointed De- 
bating Committee. Whether the 
Engineers will continue to be chal- 
lengers after today's fracas is a 
matter of speculation among Inter- 
ested onlookers who can still afford 
to be sceptical of the ability of the 
Taculty when compared with that 
of Arts even after the Engineering 
Issue. 

OUTSroE PARTIES INTERESTED. 

Prominent members of the De- 
bating Union have signified their 
intention of coming, so that the de- 
baters are expected to ' be at the 
peak of their oratorical fluency. 

The fact that this wlll be the first 
time that women have been allowed 
officially into the Engineering 
Building is also worthy of note. It 
has been broached at-varlous times 
by co-eds that 
this is a very 
archaic and fu- 
tile ruling and 
quite out of 
keeping with the 
modern and pro- 
gressive attitude 
typical of the 
Engineer (if not 
of the group, 
certainly of the 
individual) and 
it is encouraging to see that the 
Technocrats are beginning to see 
the error of their ways. 

DEBATERS INTERVIEWED. 
Considerable difficulty was ex- 
perienoed in contacting the debaters 
late yesterday. 

Dave Tennant, opener for the 
Engtoeers, interviewed ' at pjess 
time, declared, with hn expression 
of anxiety belying his optimistic 
words, "It Is our purpose not mere- 
ly to take women out of politics, 
out of the , police force and the 
court houses, but to attack the mat- 
ter.^^at>ilts roots, by proving that 
thètf 'place is in the home."

^ITH an attendance of ap- 
proximately one hundred 
and fifty students, the opening 
meeting of the McGill branch of 
the National Conference of 
Canadian University Students 
took place last Saturday after- 
noon in the Union ballroom. 

John McKechnie, a member of 
the local committee, was in the 
chair, and opened the meeting by 
outlining the. purpose of the con- 
ference.. He stated that the object 
was to obtain a cross section of 
the opinion of the student body 
with regard to the questions to be 
discussed by the various commis- 
sions which are summarized below. 
He then introduced Mrs. Grant, 
Warden of the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege, who expressed her sincerest 
wishes for the success of the con- 
ference. She mentioned the fact 
that although older people are apt 
to look on such a project as taking 
up a great deal of time and energy 
which might be well employed in 
study, yet they are the first to 
criticize the students' apathy to- 
wards subjects pertaining to Cana- 
dian life. 

SCHEDULE PRAISED. 
Dean Henry Hall, principal of 
Sir George Williams College was 
the guest speaker. He commended 
the excellent work done in the 
preparation of the schedule and 
stated that he was particularly im- 
pressed by the commission on the 
Curriculum of the Faculty of Arts. 
He also stressed the fact that we 
derive our power. from the ability 
to use the knowledge which we 
gain, rather than merely from the 
knowledge itself 

Everett Crutchlow, President of* 
the Students' Society, then - gave a 
working idea of what student gov- 
ernment is and what the Students's 
Society" is trying to acconiiplish on 
the Campus. He was followed by 
Albert Lefebvre, President of the 
Students' Council at the University 
of Montreal, who expressed his 
thanks for the Invitation which 
McGill extended to the U. of M. to' 
the Torchlight Parade. He stated 
also that the two universities, haV' 
ing reached an peaceable • under' 
standing, should endeavour to cO' 
operate further on the all important 
bi-raoial problem in this province. 
Daniel Johnson and Roland Guy, 
also of the University of Montreal, 
expressed their pleasure at the re- 
conciliation between the two Uni- 
versities, I ■< 

CO-OPERATION ASKED. 
Helen McMaster, President of the 
Women's Union^ .at McGill, stressed 
the importance of the University in 
society and the relation of campus 
problems to everyday life.

Dr. Clark Addresses on Field 
• Trips; Describes Amus- 
ing Incidents 



I'HE annual banquet of the 

McGill Mining and Metal- 
lurgical Society was held in the 
Queen's Hotel last Saturday 
evening. The guest speaker was 
Dr. Clark, professor of Palaen- 
tology in the Geological Depart- 
ment. It was remarked during 
the course of the evening that the 
attendance was the best that the 
Society's banquet has ever had. 
The executive was particularly 
gratified to see a number of the 
first and second year students pre- 
sent. 

In his address. Dr. Clark told 
many of his experiences while on 
Government survey field trips in 
connection with Geological investi' 
gâtions. Many of these tales had 
to do with irate farmers' wives, 
who couldn't understand the ser- 
iousness of the questions put to 
them. The speaker outlined several 
of the difficulties in obtaining and 
installing new equipment in the 
Engineering Department. He cited 
one experience he had, in purchas- 
ing an ultra-violet ray lamp froin 
a company in the United States. It 
was over nine months before this 
particular lamp was In working 
order. 

Dean Brown, Professors Mac- 
Ewen, and Bell each added to the 
merririient of the occasion by toll- 
ing a scries of jokes, Russ Dunn, 
the President of the Society, offered 
the gathering's sympathy to Pro- 
fessor McBride, who was unable to 
attend due to Illness.

College Journalism Waste of 
Time Say s Christop her Morley 

Noted Author at Book Ftdr Preview Permits Reporter 
to Eavesdrop on Discussions With Other. Writers 
— Offers Advice on Art of Interviewing

/COLLEGE journalism is a waste 
^ qf time, according to Christo- 
pher Morley. "College," he said, "is 
the time to get your reading done, 
and not to write." Nevertheless, 
the distinguished novelist, critic, 
poet, essayist and playwright grant- 
ed an interview to the Daily. 

He refused, however, to answer 
questions. "Asking questions," he 
said, 'Is like firing a pistol into 
someone's face. It isn't fair/ You 
have" all the choice. In interview- 
ing, the thing to do is to observe 
and overhear, as the scientist did 
with the cockroach, and then make 
your notes. Do you realize, "he 
demanded, '!that I am giving you 
the low-down on Interviewing?" 

He invited the Daily representa- 
tive to accompany him on his tour 
of the Book Fair after the Preview 
Dinner at the Mount Royal Hotel on 
Friday evening, while he talked to 
the other authors and guests. Mr, 
Morley seemed especially interested 
in the Books of which one million 
copies, or over, had been sold. 
"Laddie" in particular appeared to 
evoke memories for him. Among 
the items of information which he 
let fall was the fact that Leary's 
in Chicago, is the world's best 
second-hand bookseller, and the 
pipe tobacco which he has men- 
tioned in so many books is the 
"Serene Mixture," "It's 15c a 
package, two for . 27," be said. 
"Smell It," V' 



Mr, Morley might easily have 
been a Montreal boy and McGill 
student, as his fàlhëi:' considered 
accepting a post at ' McGill, but 
went to Johii Hopkins University 
instead. 

In his speech at the Dinner, Mr. 
Morley complained that each speak- 
er was designated as the voice of his 
own country, and said that all had 
a common forefather in Chaucer, 
whom he called "the Grand Central 
Station of all literature at the 
other end." (He has dedicated a 
book to Chaucer: "G.C.— come back 
and all will be forgiven.") He 
lamented the stuffed shirt aspect 
of literature. "Let's not be ashamed 
of the hackwork which must be 
done before the masterpiece." 

Mr. Morley quoted his own poeti- 
cal epigram, the last two lines of 
which have never before been pub 
lished: 

"This is all we ever say, 
Ego, mei, mihi, me. 
All we know and all divine 
Is I and me and my and mine.' 
He compared the function of 
books to the science of the late 
Lord Rutherford, who split the 
atom, in that books split the atom 
of our impenetrable loneliness and 
the poisonous atom of our selfish 
iiess. 

In conclusion, he offered .the 
technical aviation abbreviation, 
CAVU, as a motto for the Associa- 
j^rot,Canadian Bookmen: "Clear- 
^^ndltV islblllty Unlimited."

MACPHAIL SPEAKS 
ABOUT REFORMER 



Noted Author and Student 
Says Soîehoè's Strength 
on Wane 



«J^EWMAN was an artist, he was 
a poet, and he was dreamer 

of dreams; a dweller in the imma- 
terial world which is, after all, the 
real world," stated Sir Andrew Mac- 
phail, professor emeritus of the 
History of Medicine, in his address 
on "Cardinal Newman and His 
Time," given before the meeting of 
the Newman Club last Sunday 
morning. 

In the middle of the last century, 
stated the speaker, was begun the 
Tractariân Movement, a religious 
revival in the Established Church. 
In one o^^the Tracts, John Newman 
attempted to show that the 39 arti- 
cles of the Anglican Church differ- 
ed in no essential from the doctrine 
of the Roman Church. And amid 
the ensuing storm, he and a num- 
ber of his friends joined the Catho- 
lic Church. Newman, a humble 
min, then retired to a country re- 
treat where he wrote his great 
works. Finally in the twilight of 
his life he was made a Cardinal, 

Sir Andrew urged the members 
to inquire more into Theology, es- 
pecially the Science versus Religion 
topic, which is not a controversy 
any more, because Science is not as

•RANKING— China's, determination 
to resist Japanese invasion not 
only now but to continue resistance 
"as long as the Japanese keep in- 
vading Chinese territory" was voic- 
ed yesterday by Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek in a brief discussion 
of the general situation with The 
New York Times' and Gazette cor- 
respondeni 

"China is unconquerable; the 
Chinese nation cannot be destroy- 
ed,'' he said. "As long as there is 
one piece of influence remaining in 
the National Government China re- 
mains unbeaten." 

Chiang Kai-shek interrupted a 
military conference discussing plans 
for the defence of Nanking to at- 
tend the interview. Dressed In a 
plain officer's uniform, the General- 
issimo showed the strain of heavy 
responsibility and was obviously 
tired, but he appeared generally in 
better health than recentV- Mme. 
Chiang has just recovered from an 
attack of influenza and a fractured 
rib sustained in an automobile ac- 
cident when she was motoring to 
Shanghai in October

peace in the Orient will assemble 
today in what was expected last 
night to be its final session. 

Despite a dramatic 11th hour ef- 
fort by Dr. Wellington Koo, the 
Chinese delegate, to salvage some 
kind of aid for China, delegates of 
various countries were doubtful 
anything positive could be done in 
the way of effective action to halt 
the Far Eastern conflict. 

Koo rushed to Paris Saturday for 
a conference with Foreign Minis- 
ter Yvon Delbos and took the next 
train back to Brussels to talk with 
British and American delegates. 
There was no indication he obtained 
any commitments. 

Conference, circles said the prin- 
cipal nati(5ns represented at Brus- 
sels had discovered in the "full and 
frank" exchange Of views provided 
by the Nine-Power Treaty that 
none wished to take the lead. The 
treaty under which the conference 
was called pledges respect for 
• China's, 



,TTAWA. — Both domestic and 
external reactions to the pro- 
posed London-Washington and Ot- 
tawa-Washington trade pacts are 
pronounced and significant. They 
indicate that the project' for a vast 
triangular .tie-up of the three great 
democratic communities is bound to 
exert a tremendous influence upon 
the trend of International politics 
and trade. i 

There are certain to be far- 
reaching political reactions within 
tills Dominion to the project for a 
triangular trade deal< Already the 
Conservative leader, Rt. Hon, R, B. 
Bennett, speaking at Halifax, made 
it plain his party would make an 
issue of any proposal that would 
jeopardize the principle of the Bri- 
tish or Imperial preference, for It 
is expected at least three i Dqs^- 
lonsT-Canada, Aus|bralia .anâ^ South 
Africa— will be obliged to make cer- 
tain preference concessions to faci- 
litate the U.K.-lj.S. pact. It was 
stated in London on Saturday that 
a member of the Chamberlain 
Cabinet would go to Australia to 
discussiiMfiii^iiestion 'in Janiuurjr. 



J^OOKING backward on aU the 
propositions of Mayor Raynault 
these days for changes in city ad- 
ministration and other things, the 
one characteristic that impresses- 
aside, from his avowed intention of 
cutting expenses and. increasing 
efficiency— is the fact, that in most 
of his suggestions the Mayor is 
playing a lone hand. 

The item that started the current 
"reform" trend was news that the 
Mayor wanted conversion of part of 
the city's debt This was in many 
respects the most startling sugges- 
tion on the reform agenda, and it 
was noteworthy that the Executive 
Committee hastened to disavow any 
knowledge of, let alone connection 
with, the plan,, •. 

It is the Executive Committee 
which must pass on the city's gov- 
ernment or on any changes, the 
Mayor in effect acting more as 
titular head of the administration, 
and it may be presumed that ulti- 
mately even the Executive will be- 
come au courant officially, and 
adopt some sort of stand, on the 
ideas Mayor' Paynault has to offer.

Hustings Held Tomorrow — Committee to Present 
ResoluHon of Social Problems Club Meeting to 
Quebec Board — Delegation Will Be 
Conveyed in Chartered Buses 



PJUSTINGS will be held on the 
steps of the Arts Building at 
1 p.m, tomorrow, in order that all 
students interested in the banning 
of "The Life of Emile Zola" may 
have an opportunity of joining the 
delegation which will present a 
petition to the Quebec Board of 
Censors. 

A tentative appointment for this 
date has been made with the sec- 
retary of the Board of Censors. 
Should the date be changed, this 
change will be announced in Tues- 
day's issue of the Daily, 

A meeting of the McGill Social 
Problems Club was held last Wed- 
nesday to hear Mr. R. L. Calder 
speak on "Free Speech in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec" and the so-called 
"Padlock Law," At .this meeting, 
which three hundred and fifty stu- 
dents attended, a discussion of the 
temporary banning of the film, 
"The Life of Emile Zola," was held, 
and the meeting resolved, by a large 
majority, to petition the Board of 
Film Censors either to reconsider 
their temporary ban of this motion 
picture or to make public their 
reasons for the ban, since, the reso- 
lution stated, "We do not consider 
this request unreasonable in a de- 
mocratic country,"

pointed by the meeting to present 
the resolution to the Censors. 

A second resolution, proposed b]^^ 
Ken Hill, to send a delegation of" 
all students interested in the ques- 
tion to support the above commit» 
tee, was also passed by the meeting. 
The hustings held on Tuesday will 
be for the purpose of organizing* 
this delegation. 

The delegation will be conveyed 
in buses and cars, chartered for the 
purpose, to the office of the Board 
of Film Censors, While the com- 
mitte of five present the resolution 
to Mr. Beaulac, head of the Board, 
the students will be entertained 
with a skit, acted by students of 
dramatic talent, appropriate to the 
occasion. The committee will then 
announce the result of their confer- 
ence with Mr, Beaulac. The dele- 
gation will return to McGill in the 
chartered buses, so that all students: 
who have lectures at that hour 
may arrive on time. 

The committee announced that 
very careful attention has been '

NOMINATIONS DUE 



Executive Council and Scar- 
let Key Elections on 
December 2 



Q H. FLETCHER, secretary of 
* the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil, has announced that nominations 
for faculty representatives to the 
council are being called for. Nomi- 
nations miist be in writing and sign- 
ed by at least ten undergraduates 
from the faculty which the nominee 
is to represent. The nominees must 
be students of the junior year of 
the faculties of Arts. and Science, 
Engineering, Medicine, Law, Den- 
tistry, Commerce, Theology and 
R.V.C. 

Nominations for members of the 
Scarlet Key Society are also being 
called for. In Group "A", nom- 
inees must be full undergraduates 
in good standing in thehr third 
yeai:, with the exception of the 
faculty of law, where the nominees 
will be in their second year. There 
must be four or more nominees 
from the faculties of Medicine, 
Engineering, Arts and Science, 
three or more from Commerce, two 
or more from Dentistry and Law, 
and one or more from Architecture, 
The nominations must be signed by 
ten uhdergraduates of the same 
faculty as the nominee. No under- 
graduate may sign more than' four 
nominations. 

In Group "B" members from the 
faculties of Arts and Science, Com' 
merce. Engineering, Architecture 
and Medicine are called for. These 
nominees must be members of the 
second year, and three or more are 
asked from each faculty. 

The nominations must be signed 
by . at least ten undergraduates of 
the same faculty, who" shall not 
sign more than three nominations. 
All the nominations must be receiv- 
ed by 2.30 p.m. tomorrow.

:J^AST Friday three hundred and fifty 
students met in the Union to hear Mr. 

■ R. L. Calder, ICC, speak on the Quebec 
"Pftdlock Law", and also to protest against 
the temporary ban, in this province, on the 
film, "The Life of Emile Zola". The 
meeting elected five representatives to 
draw up and present to the Board of 
Censors a resolution requesting a repeal of 
the ban, or a satisfactory explanation of 
their action. The committee, accompanied 
by a delegation of students, will present 
the resolution tomorrow at thé offices of 
the Board. 

The committee has emphasized the 
fact that the delegation will and must be 
an orderly group, expressing its support 
solely by its presence. The success of 
other student groups in forcing their wishes 
oh the city authorities by rather dubious 
means would be no excuse for any disordcr- 
liness on the part of the delegation from 
this college. _:The object of sending a group 

'of students with the committee is to 
emphasize the fact that the resolution 
expresses the opinion, not merely of the 
committee, but of a large number of the 
students. 

The decision of the. Board cannot be 
made or changed hastily; therefore there 
no reason for attempting to force tho 
censors, through any form of demonstra- 
tion, to change their opinions at a moment's 
notice. Tho petition is being presented in 
the spirit of reasonableness, and tho 
student delegation is respectfully requested 
to behave itself accordingly. .

his race, and a desire to give epic 
expression to them. A composer of 
the present century, he is a modern 
in none but the chronological sense. 
Spiritually and intellectually he is 
one with the past. 

"Schelomo," a characteristic work 
of the composer, is a reflection of 
the life and limes of King Solomon, 
The music is pervaded by a sense of 
*ld mysteries, of primitive splen- 
dours, of a passion and intellectual- 
ism that are the breath and spirit 
of Scriptural poetry. The work is 
scored heavily for brass, the or 
chestra providing à luxuriant back 
ground to the more restrained solo 
passages, There are magnificent 
climaxes, followed by solo 'cello en 
trances, yet miraculously all sense 
of anti-climax is avoided. 

Clearly, Mr. Salmond felt the 
spirit of the music, and played it 
with a sympathy that bespoke his 
deep understanding. The score is 
one of formidable difficulty; it .was 
plain at every point thait the gentle- 
men of the orchestra found It sp. 
The performance was further 
marred by an apparent lack of com- 
plete imderstanding between con- 
ductor and soloist. 

Mr. Salmond was also heard in 
Boccherini's Concerto in E flat, a 
delightfully pleasant work, which 
was given a most satisfactory per- 
formance. Dr. Clarke opened Sun- 
day's concert with the "Academic 
Festival Overture" of Brahms, a 
fantasy on several German students' 
songs, and a work well-known' to 
Montreal audiences by this time.

YOUTH AND POLITICS 



By 3. S. WOODSWORTH, M.F. 

Why should youth be interested 
in politics? Think of the ballyhoo 
of election campaigns, the spectacle 
of the candidate trying to make 
himself agreeable, the threadbare 
arguments of protection vs. free 
trade, the patronage and graft- 
why indeed? 

And yet politics as the science 
and conduct of public affairs, should 
surely be a primary concern of all 
good citizens — especially of our 
young people who suffer the most 
because of the short-sightedness 
and indifference of their elders. 

The opportunity for education 
and for a vocation, decent stand- 
ards of living, life in a civilized 
community, peace or war are all 
directly or indirectly the result of 
political policy. We live in a i>eriod 
when the area of public business 
is expanding rapidly and when 
private business and personal liv- 
ing cannot go on independently of 
community institutions and agencies 
and conventions. No one any 
longer lives or can live unto him- 
self! 

There was time when in certain 
social circles, the discussion of Re- 
ligion and Politics was barred. Both 
were regarded as so controversial 
and so above national considera- 
tions as to be unfitted for ordinary 
discussion: An easy way of avoid- 
ing ruffled tempers and the neces- 
sity of forming and defending 
opinions! Fortunately Canada seems 
to be following the British lead 
when to be uninformed on political 
affairs is to bo an ignoramus, when 
to lose one's temper over such mat- 
ters is to be a boor and when active 
participation in politics may indi- 
cate hot the grafter but the patriot 

In our schools and Universities 
youth has been given little incentive 
to take an interest in politics. Why? 
Is' it the fault of the curriculum or 
of the governing bodies or of the 
teachers? How is the difficulty to 
be overcome? 

Later when youth looks for a 
position or gains a precarious foot- 
hold on the ladder up which he 
hopes to scale the heights to suc- 
|cess, he is advised by Influential 
friends to "stick to his knitting" 
and not to "meddle with politics." 
Too often the result is he holds his 
job at the expense of his integrity. 

Even the adventurous youth who 
is willing to take the risk is often 
disillusioned by his contact with 
^politics in actual practice. The 
"political machine" is not an agency 
of democracy but rather the tool of 
a self-seeking clique willing, if not 
to sell to the highest bidder, at least 
to compromise principle in order to 
win success at the polls. Organiza- 
tion we must have but surely some- 
thing different from that which has 
perpetuated thé futility of our 
Canadian two-party system. 

The so-called "issues" of most of 
our election .campaigns do not touch 
the vital problems which confront 
our country. The slogans instead of 
clarifying our thinking, are usually 
simply appeals to prejudice. A few 
months ago in Ontario it looked as 
if the' separate school question was 
to bo made the "issue" in the forth- 
coming Provincial election; now, at 
the time of vraiting, it seems as if

it is to be the C.LO. Thus are the 
real issues avoided. 

Confessedly for the ordinary 
"back-bencher" parliamentary life 
is far from satisfying. Except for 
the lawyers, sessional duties ser- 
iously interfere with private bus- 
iness, involve many obligations and 
lead nowhere. As a life-work ex- 
cept for the conformist public life 
is' very precarious. 

Is it any wonder youth fights shy 
of politics or after a brief trial is 
willing to let some one else "do 
the difly work?" 

Yet here surely is a challenge 
to youth. A score of highminded, 
capable young Canadians could lift 
Canadian public life to an alto- 
gether different level. Blind trad- 
itional party loyalties are breaking 



down, It is not impossible for a 
man (or woman) to be elected 
without the assistance of the old- 
party machines. Once elected he 
has a salary that if spent with care, 
enables him to live in reasonable 
comfort; he has free railway trans- 
portation: on the floor of the House 
he has an unexcelled opportunity 
of broadcasting his ideas; between 
sessions he may cqnsult with or 
organize or endeavor to educate his 
constitutents or carry on spoken or 
written propaganda across the 
country. 

Of course he must not look for- 
ward . to political advancement— 
though if the old-party leaders con- 
sider him sufficiently promising he 
will be given the chance. At the 
next election he may be defeated; 



he must be wiUhig to take the risk. 
But twenty men would not be de- 
feated; And if they were, they 
would have laid the foundations for 
a new political organization that 
one of these days, would transform 
the public life of Canada. 

During the Great War thousands 
of our young men sacriflced com- 
fort, life-work the prospects of a 
home— life itself for a life of ad- 
venture, for an ideal, for what they 
thought meant the welfare of their 
country. Are there not in our 
Universities today young men and 
women who would throw them- 
selves into a political campaign to 
save Canada? 

Remember this means something 
of the same high idealism and reck- 
less courage but also a dogged per- 
severance that will keep on even 
without the emotional stimulas of 
physical conflict or the encouraging 
plaudits of the crowd. 

Let me repeat — Twenty high' 
minded, capable, young Canadians 
could do the job. Who will under- 
take to 'discover and organize the 
Twenty? 



EDDY SEARCHES 
FOR SUBSTITUTE 
FOR MORPHINE 

Michigan Professor Finds 
150 Available New Sub- 
stances in Survey 
JN AN attempt to prepare a 
non-habit forming substitute for 
morphine more than 150 new sub- 
stances have been brought to light, 
it was disclosed recently by the 



pharmacology department ' of the 
University of Michigan. 

Dr. Nathan B. Eddy has been dir- 
ecting the study here for the past 
seven years. He said that no such 
substitute has yet been found 
among the 323 compounds Investi- 
gated, but that a large number of 
important facts in the chemistry 
and pharmacology of morphine 
have been discovered. 

VIROINIA AIDS STUDY. 

The University of Vhrginla is pre- 
paring the various compounds to be 
tested; the pharmacology depart- 
ment here observes the physiologi- 
cal effects of tha substances on 
animals; and the U.S. public health 
service co-operates in the clinical 
study of the addicting properties. 

In the work here, it was found 
that some animals react better to 
certain effects of the drugs than 
others. For this reason many ani- 
mals are used in testmg each com- 
pound. 

Mice are the cheapest animals. 
Dr. Eddy explained that they are 
used to discover just how large a 
dose will cause death. Cats arc 
used to determine the pain reliev- 
ing properties and rats to measure 
the ability of the drug to cause 
sleep. 

MONKEYS ARE USED. 
Monkeys are used to investigate 
the habit-forming properties. Rab- 
bits respond best in the matter of 
decreashig frequency of respiration. 
For the intesthial effect (the usual 
effect here is constipation) dogs are 
used. 

Many of the compounds tested 
here were derivatives of morphine, 

substances which can be obtained 
from morphine itself. Dr. Eddy said. 



This line .of investigation was 
handicapped by the discovery that 
practically all the morphine dériva- ' 
lives possess some of the undesirr 
able properties of morphine itself, 
NEW COMPOUNDS MADE. 
This led to attempts to prepare 
the new substances by synthesis 
about a simple molecular "base," 
which resembles the "core" of the 
morphine molecule to some degree. 
It was in this work that a large 
number of compounds were pre- 
pared that had never been made 
before. 

A number of these compounds. 
Dr. Eddy indicated, have a high 
degree of pain relieving power. 
"However, for one reason or 
another these synthetic substances 
are not yet suitable for use in man." 

It is hoped that just as the intro- 
duction of the non-habit forming 
novocaine decreased addiction to 
cocaine, the result of the work here 
will reduce addiction to morphine. 
Dr. Eddy said.— Dail:^^C^dinaI.
